to the end of the tower. The new ladder has an 

integrated hose, saving precious time when 
putting out fires. 

The basket at the end of the aluminum lad- 


ket also has its own control console for exten- 
sion, elevation, and rotation, allowing a fire 
fighter the precision to get into position, 
rather than having to rely solely on personnel 
at the base of the ladder. 

The ladder also i 


diesel generator but now has a hydraulic gen- 
erator powering the lights and electricity for 
corded tools. 

Closed circuit cameras on the rear and the 
right side of the vehicle make it easier for the 
driver to negotiate tights spaces. A fully 
closed cab offers better weather protection 
when fire fighters travel to a scene. 

A tandem axle better supports the 77,000 Ibs 
weight of the truck, along with proprietary 
stabilization jacks. 

Residents will also notice the bold chevron 
design on the rear of the rig. Now required by 
law, the design is meant to prevent motorists 
from driving into the back of emergency vehi- 
cles. 

The town took delivery of the truck last week 
and registered it on Monday.

It was April vacation of 2004 
and a week into my trip to 
Florida with my parents. We 
were having a great time and 
enjoying everything that the 
Seca Poa fet bo othe 
One day my mom’s cell phone 
rang; it was my nana. Then I 
saw my mom plop down on 
the edge of the bed in the 
room; I could hear her voice 
start to quiver and tears 
started to roll down her 
cheeks. I had never seen her 
cry so I knew something bad 
had happened. She hung up 
with my grandmother and 
told us the news. Her older 
sister (my aunt) had just 
been diagnosed with Stage 4 
Lang Cancer. She had been a 
smoker for nearly 30 years. 
While my’ mom was still on 


the phone she asked constant- 
ly if we should get on the next 
flight home, but my nana 
insisted we stay and try to 
enjoy the rest of our vacation, 
though it would be very diffi- 
cult. A few days later when 
we finally got home we 
rushed to see my aunt. She 
had already started treat- 
ment, chemo and radiation. 
My mom was always going 
down to visit her while she 
was staying at another family 
member's home after receiv- 
ing treatment. 

By the first week in May my 
aunt’s condition had rapidly 
declined. She ended up in the 
hospital in Boston fighting for 
her life. On May 7th everyone 
in my family was at the hos- 
pital with her. I was standing 
in the hallway outside of her 
room and peered in the door. 


My other aunts, uncles and 
cousins were gathered around 
my aunt’s bed. I could see her 
laying there, her skin yellow, 
not fully conscious and every- 
one saying their goodbyes. 
The next day the phone rang 
again, and this time she was 
gone. 

It took less than a month for 
cancer to take her life. Again, 
I had never seen my mom so 
upset, but I don’t blame her. I 
was sitting in the funeral par- 
lor later that week, and it did- 
n't fully hit me that my aunt 
was never going to share a 
laugh or have a great time 
with her family again until 
the next day. My family and I 
were standing around the 
gravesite playing a song by 
Elvis, who was my aunt's 
absolute favorite, and the 


tears were flowing down. my 
face like never before. My 
eyes still well up whenever I 
hear that song. My aunt left 
behind many brothers, sis- 
ters, nieces and nephews, four 
children and two grandchil- 
dren. She has also missed out 
on three of her children’s 
weddings and the births of 
three more grandchildren. I 
still miss her voice when she 
called and she would be on 
the other line sounding so 
happy.

typed. It was a great bonding 
experience. I never felt closer 
to my father than I did that 
day. I saw the emotion in his 
eyes while he recalled painful 
memories, and I was sur- 
prised by the humor in many 
of his anecdotes. 
Here a few excerpts from 
his journal in his own words: 
“After the Japanese 
attacked Pearl Harbor on 
December 7, 1941, all the 
young people in the U.S. were 
running to join the military to 
defend the country. If you 
were 18 you had to sign up for 
the draft and wait to be 
called to go to war. Our coun- 
try was really changing. 
Most of the young people I 
went to school with had 
enlisted in the service; the 
Army, Navy, Marines and so 
forth. I turned 18 that year. I 


My friend, Junior Vinal, 
was home on leave from the 
navy. The night before I had 
to report to for basic training, 
we sat and talked about the 
war while we finished a bottle 
of whiskey. The next morning 
T had to be on a bus in front 
of city hall to be taken to Fort 
Devens in Ayer 
Massachusetts to start army 
training. I was not a drinker 
and I drank a little too much. 
At midnight when I walked in 
my house my father said, 
“You'll be a great example of 
a soldier tomorrow morning’ 

My mother looked at my

father and said, ‘Maybe when 
they see him in the morning 
he won’t have to go’ 

But they took me anyway. 
The next day I was at Fort 
Devens picking up my army 
uniform and supplies. I ended 
up in Camp Robinson in 
Arkansas for twelve weeks 
basic training. I came home 
to spend one week with my 
family before shipping off to 
the war. I left watching my 
mother saying Hail Marys 
and wishing me a safe return. 
Little did she know what I 
would go through before I 
saw her again. I it was 
her prayers that brought me 
safely home some years later. 

Basic training at Camp 
Robinson was really an expe- 
rience. I was never away 
from home before. The first 
weekend was very busy. If 
you didn’t pass Saturday 
morning inspection you did- 
n’t get a weekend pass. We 
lined up for inspection while 
two 22-year-old officers called 
us to attention. They inspect- 
ed our footlockers, our beds 
and so forth. One of the offi- 
cers put his hand on my face 
and said, ‘When was the last 
time you shaved, soldier”’. 

‘Sir, I've never shaved, I 
said. 

‘Start now and don’t ever 
stop, he said. 

So I've been shaving ever 
since. That was my first expe- 
rience with army life. 

We passed inspection and 
got our weekend pass. The

following week we weren’t so 
lucky. The floor wasn’t too 
clean. Four of us spent the 
weekend scrubbing the floor 
with toothbrushes.” 

My father’s journal con- 
tains more stories from the 
war too numerous to include 
here. He wrote about some 
combat experiences in the 
Philippine Islands where he 
was part of the Island of 
Leyte offensive. At age nine- 
teen he had to stand his 
ground against the invading 
Japanese army. He left out 
many details because they 
were too painful to relive and 
he felt no one should have to 
endure the tragedies he saw. 
These experiences all those 
years ago are what shaped 
my father's life. After spend- 
ing this one afternoon with 
him, I have a deeper under- 
standing of his whole genera- 
tion and what they sacrificed 
to keep our country free. 

So thank you, Dad. And 
thank you to all the United 
States veterans of foreign 
wars whose sacrifice is much 
appreciated, not only on 
Veterans Day, but every day 
all year long.

Much of the money in those 
early days of the grant pro- 
gram was spent on overdue 
“capital investments.” 
According to Maureen Travis, 
the RN at the West 
Intermediate School and 
chairperson of the MNA bar- 
gaining unit in Wilmington, 
nearly every item in their 
health care arsenal was in 
need of upgrading. “We pur- 
chased everything from 
refrigerators for tempera- 
ture-sensitive meds and sup- 


“We are continuously updat- 
ing students’ electronic med- 
ical records through a pro- 
gram called SNAP, and we're 
moving toward having their 
health records completely 
computer based,” said Travis. 
“Even better we can, and do, 
regularly pull data from this 
record system that allows us 
to analyze how many students 
visit us, what they are treated. 
for, what meds were adminis- 
tered, how many emergency 
situations we managed, and 
even how many students are 
sent home.” 

The last point is of particu- 
lar importance, because the 
school RNs—who have been 
supported by the Wilmington 
school administration in their 
efforts to secure and use the 
grant monies—have an 
impressive record of keeping 
the vast majority of students 
in school and learning which 
is, after all, exactly what they 
should be doing.

: She barely stands at just 5- 
feet-2 inches, but on this day 
She stood taller than the thou- 
sands of athletes who have 
come in and out of this town. 
, It was Patrice Mendoza Day 
in Wilmington this past 
Saturday. For those who 
aren’t familiar with 
Mendoza, she was the out- 
Standing goalie for the 
Wilmington High School 
Field Hockey team who went 
on to help the University of 
Massachusetts at Lowell pro- 


poo reach its first NCAA 
Division 2 National 
Championship game, while 
setting several records as 
easily the program’s all-time 
best goalkeeper. 
{It was a very busy day for 
the 29-year-old, who now 
fesides in Phoenix, Arizona 
pnd is employed as the 
Operations and Merchandise 
inager of Bed, Bath & 
nd. Just after 8:30 am, 
she was featured on WCTV 
which included getting cita- 
tions from both Town 
Selectman Lou Cimaglia and 
State Representative Jim 
Miceli. She then headed off to 
UML to participate in an 
‘alumni field hockey game. 
‘After playing, she watched 
the undefeated River Hawks 
team trounce Adelphi to 
improve to 19-0. Then a few 
hours later she was officially 
inducted into the UML 
Athletic Hall of Fame during 
a ceremony at the Tsongas 
Arena before the men’s ice 
: hockey game. 

The weekend was absolutely 
crazy and hectic for 
Mendoza, but certainly worth 
it all. She got to see many old 
friends and teammates, all 
the while becoming what's 
believed to be just the third 
athlete in the history of the 
town to have his or her own 
day, with the last one being 
tes Bere, the former Big 

deegie pitcher back in 1994. 

{t’s great to comeback to 
valmingien my home town,” 
she said minutes before being 
interviewed by Paul Cardello 
on the Sports Forum show. 
“Seeing some familiar faces 
when I met when I was 14 
and 15 years old as my Mom 
worked for WCTV so it's nice 
to be back home. It’s nice to 
fly into Boston and have a 
nice reality check.” 

Mendoza graduated from 
WHS in June of 1999. She 
played three years of varsity 
field hockey at WHS, the first 
two under former coach 
Maureen Noone, before play- 
ing her senior year for Patti- 


Cushing. A 

“I think Patrice was an 
incredible athlete and person 
as a student-athlete at 
Wilmington High School,” 
said Noone, who left WHS to 
coach Andover High School. 
“She became a goalie in high 
school because she had asth- 


ma and had trouble running 
when it was too hot or too 
dusty. We soon found out that 
was she fearless and as quick 
as a cat. Her presence on the 
field was incredible, especial- 
ly since physically she proba- 
bly weighed 100 pounds soak- 
ing wet. She did not have 
much formal training, and as 
a result she had a different 
style of playing goalie.” 

Mendoza helped lead the 
Wildcats to state tournament 
appearances during her 
sophomore and junior sea- 
sons playing along side cur- 
rent WHS Field Hockey 
coach Jodi MacKenzie. 

“Patrice was one of a kind,” 
said MacKenzie. “She had a 
personality that is like no 
other. She was so much fun to 
be around on the field. We 
were very privileged as a 
team to have Patrice as one 
of our leaders. As a team, we 
had so much fun together, 
which I truly believe is one of 
the reasons why we played so 
well together. We were able to 
be ourselves, and people like 
Patrice brought out the best 
in all of us. Her charisma and 
energy was contagious on the 
field.” 

It was after her senior year 
in high school, when 
Mendoza was left scrambling 
for a college, wondering if 
and where she would contin- 
ue to play field hockey. 
Mendoza was _ originally 
recruited to play Division 1 
Field Hockey at the 
University of Vermont, but 
that fell through about two 
weeks before the season 
started. Noone, who wasn’t 
her coach anymore, then 
jumped in and was able to get 
in touch with then head 
coach Annie Hasek of UML. 

Mendoza then was accepted 
to UML, and after being red- 
shirted that 1999 fall season, 
she went on to become a two- 
time All-American, a two- 
time NE-10 All-Conference 
selection and a two-time NE- 
10 Goalie of the Year. In addi- 
tion to those awards, 
Mendoza helped the River 
Hawks win their first NE-10 
Championship Title in 2003, 
which included being named 
the MVP, all the while help- 
ing UML advance to a 
NCAA Division 
Championship game, loaing 
to then 1l-time national 
champion Bloomsburg 
University, 4-1. Mendoza was 
also named the UML Most 
Outstanding Female Athlete 
that year. 

“I think at the college level 
Patrice’s coaches quickly 
learned not to worry about 
technique and let her do her 
‘thing’. She had natural 
instincts, an incredible desire 
to win, and worked harder 
than. anyone,” said Noone. 
“Patrice was a vocal leader 
on and off of the field. She 
always had fun and made all 
the girls around her better 
players. She came from a

Today, Mendoza holds 
school records for most 
matches (77) and most 
career shut outs (26), and she 
currently ranks fourth all- 
time in saves in the NE-10 
Conference with 559, and 
ranks sixth all-time in shut 
outs with 26. 

But more importantly to 
those accolades, it was 
Mendoza and the rest of her 
teammates who got things 
rolling for the UML program, 
which followed with four

“It was just one of those 
experiences where our team 
made it to the championship 
game, we hosted the champi- 
onship game and CBS had fol- 
lowed us around so it was an 
experience within itself,” she 
said. “But our team was so 
close. We went from a team 
that had nine girls, to a team 


that went to the (NCAA 
Division 2) championship 
game and that was such an 
honor just to be there. Even 
though it was a loss, it’s the 
best memory Ihave from 
playing (at UML).” 

Between high school and 
college, Mendoza had five dif- 
ferent coaches, and also had 
a goalie coach at UML. But 
her fifth head coach Shannon 
Hlebichuk, who is still the 
head coach at UML today, 
says no one even compares to 
Mendoza when it comes to 
goalkeepers. 

“Patrice was one of the 
most focused athletes I have 
ever coached, whether she 
was in a repetitive drill or 
playing for a national cham- 
pionship,” said Hlebichuk. 
“She had one focus: keeping 
the ball out of the net. She 
played an integral part in the 
transformation of the field 
hockey program nine years 
ago 

“Patrice was extremely ath- 
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letic and unconventional, 
especially when it came to 
her size. But that is what 
made her outstanding. What 
she lacked in size, she made 
up with her passion and 
intensity. She was an inspira- 
tional leader while she was 
here as well.” 

The lack of physical size 
Mendoza says, never became 
an issue for her. 

“Never, never. You are as big 
as you make yourself to be,” 
she said. “If Ihad to take 
four steps and the other 
goalie had to take one step, it 
doesn’t matter. It’s all about 
training and persistence and 
that made (me) better. When 
I took my pads off and I was 
5-2 and 115 pounds, it didn't 
matter because that ball was 
not going past me.” 

Mendoza was such a terrific 
goalie because of her quick- 
ness, agility, and passion. She 
was the goalie who constantly 
banged her stick against the 
posts, her own pads and hel-

NORTH ANDOVER - The 
Wilmington High football 
team succeeded where many 
others have failed this sea- 
son, limiting a powerful

On November 11, 1918 World War I ended when Germany 
signed an armistice and withdrew its armies from the western 
front (Belgium and northeastern France). The following year, 
then President Woodrow Wilson, proclaimed Armistice Day to 
honor those who served in the war. 

Seven years later Congress passed a concurrent resolution 
requesting then President Calvin Coolidge issue another procla- 
mation to observe November 11 with appropriate ceremonies. 
An act approved on May 13, 1938 made the 1th of November 
each year a legal holiday. 

In 1953, Alfred King, of Emporia, Kansas, had the idea to 
expand Armistice Day to include all veterans, not just those who 
served in World War I. A bill was pushed through Congress and 
signed by then President Dwight Eisenhower into law on May 
26, 1954 officially changing Armistice Day to Veterans Day. 

In 1971, the holiday was moved from November 11 to the 
fourth Monday of October due to the Uniform Monday Holiday 
Act. It was moved back to November 11 in 1978, 

Thursday, the United States will celebrate Veterans Day. 
Thanks to the change made in 1953 to honor all veterans, a 
Winchester woman's five brothers and one sister will be remem- 
bered for serving in World War II. 

Peggy Pettingell, who graduated from Winchester High 
School, fondly remembers her brothers and sister who served 
during the second World War and whose names can be found on 
Winchester's Memorial Wall located at the Edward F. O'Connell 
Memorial Plaza outside the Town Hall on Mt. Vernon Street. 

There are eight Callahans listed on the wall, though only six 
are related to Peggy. Three of them served in the Army 
(Cornelius, Edward and Robert), two of them served in the Air 
Force (James and Richard) and one of them served in the 2nd 
Division Womens Marines (Mary). 

Pettingell, one of 12 children of parents Katherine and 
Edward Callahan (originally from Ireland, though they met 
after both moved to the United States), chose not to serve. As

she said, “Someone had to stay home.” Her father passed away 
from a bleeding ulcer when she was eight years old leaving her 
mom to raise 12 children all alone. She said it was tough for her 
mom to watch her children go off to war. 

Pettingell decided to get married instead of serving and is 
currently the only member of her family left. "I'm very fortu- 
nate,” she said when realizing she was the last surviving mem- 
ber. She also dug through some old photos of her brothers and 
sister in their uniforms and recalled several stories they told 
her about going “across the pond.” 

She mentioned her brother James was stationed in England 
doing 25 missions in Germany. On his very last trip, he was 
returning back to England, flying over the English Channel 
when the plane was shot up. The pilot turned to James and said, 
“Sergeant, we've got to throw three bodies out of the plane.” 

The bodies he was referring to were of dead soldiers. 
Pettingell’s brother told the pilot, “I can’t do that.” The pilot 
responded by saying that if he wanted to live he had to dump 
the bodies. That’s just one example of how crazy it was during 
the war. 

Another example Pettin-gell recalled was the time she got to 
visit one of her sick brothers at Fort Davis in Texas. He (and 
the rest of his men) had gotten sick from being out on the deck 
of a boat on a return trip back home. They got rashes. 

Pettingell said she was “very excited” to make the trip. She 
even mentioned stopping off and buying liquor and how popular 
that made her with all the sick soldiers. 

World War II began in 1939 when Germany invaded Poland. 
France then declared war on Germany. It ended in 1945 when 
Germany surrendered in Italy; and Japan, after the bombings 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki by the US, surrendered as well. 
Over 20 million soldiers died worldwide in the war. 

Unlike subsequent wars such as Vietnam, Pettingell said 
when she and her sister Mary (who served in the 2nd Division 
Women Marines) went out to Boston (especially the Parker 
House), the two of them were treated like Hollywood movie

ON THE OTHER SIDE OF 
TRACKS IN WILMINGTON 

It might be time to chew on 
this idea - or maybe choo choo 
- with a little historical per- 
spective via Larz Neilson and 
the Wilmington “Town Crier”: 
“The oldest depot in town is 
not next to the tracks,” he 
notes. 

“The claim that this is the 
oldest railroad station is logi- 
cal, but undocumented. 
Railroads evolved about 1830, 
and the Lowell line running 
thru Wilmington is now the 
oldest operating line in the 
US, built as the Boston & 
Lowell, 1835. And this station 
in Wilmington predates that. 
Finding an older station 
would be unlikely. 

“If you were looking for an 
old railroad station, you'd

You would find the 
Wilmington Depot, now Big

“Since Article 18 may 
change the future of Town 
Meeting as we know it, [let's 
discuss this now],” said the 
woman, who did not identify 
herself. ‘We need to have 
many town residents in atten- 
dance, not [wait until] the late 


evening when people are tired

“Though Town Moderator 
Michael Rotondi ruled that a 
two-thirds vote was needed to 
advance the proposal, that 
threshold was easily reached. 

“Under Article 18, pitched 
by Selectmen Chair Paul 
Rotondi, citizens would be 
limited in how they can 
amend the budget to include 
additional funding or expendi- 
tures. 

“Specifically, under the 
proposal, once the budget is 
formally presented in a 
motion form at Town Meeting, 
new expenditures can only be 
added to the spending plan in 
one of three ways, including:

stars and the Red Carpet was 
rolled out for them. “ 

“It was an exciting time,” 
she recalled of those days in 
the 40s. “But scary, too.” 

According to data, only 
23,000 women served in the 
Marines. More served in the 
Army and Navy, and in the 
Army and Navy Nurse Corps. 
Many women stayed home 
and took on the jobs of their 
husbands, as evidenced by the 
ubiquitous Rosie the Riveter 
symbol. 

Things did get tough for the 
Pettingell family. With their 
father deceased and 
Pettingell’s brothers off fight- 
ing, her mother had to sell her 
house. Peggy then became the 
support system for her moth- 
er, plus her brothers and sis- 
ters, as well. 

Fortunately, all of Pettin- 
gell’s family survived the war 
and all but one came home 
after World War II ended. Her 
brother Cornelius stayed in 
Germany because, Pettingell 
believed, “he was sweet on a 
girl.” 

Although she couldn't quite 
remember when or how most 
of her family members passed 
away, she did recall the death 
of her brother Edward. He 
picked up a disease in the 
South Pacific (where he was 
stationed) similar to Lou 
Gehrig Disease and passed 
away at the Veterans Hospital 
in Bedford, MA. 

She remembers through all 
her visits the doctors and 


nurses administering great 
care and she called the hospi- 
tal “unbelievable.” She 
believed he died 25 years ago. 

Even though the memorial 
has been up for a year, 
Pettingell hasn’t been able to 
view it due to falling and suf- 
fering an injury. She's cur- 
rently in physical therapy. 
One blessing she’s received, 
thankfully, was a document 
by Town Clerk Mary Ellen 
Lannon of the names of every- 
one on the wall. “The memori- 
al means a lot,” she opined. 
“Every town should have 
one.”

Cozy 
Colebrook 


Shingle cladding gives a 
cottage flavor to the ranch- 
style Colebrook. This two-bed- 
room plan would do nicely as 
a cozy beach house, or it could 
blend harmoniously into a 
woodsy setting. 

Most of the living space 
in this home is on one level, 
except for the large loft above 
the garage with a shed 
dormer window to the front. It 
also overlooks the vaulted din- 
ing room below. 

Charming Craftsman- 
style stick work ornaments 
the apex of the front porch 
gable. Stone veneer bases pro- 
vide a foundation for the 
handsome wooden columns 
that support the porch. The 
Craftsman-style windows and 
a sidelight sparkle across 
much of the front facade. 

Once you step inside, 
family living spaces are to 
your right. The dining area 
flows into the living room, 
which is completely open to 
the kitchen. The living room is 
vaulted, sloping to the left and 
right by the window bay up 
front. Another vault bisects 
the room, with slopes running 
down, front and back. 

Plenty of natural light 
washes into the living room 
during daylight hours. Two 
clerestory windows crown the 
standard-height windows 
below. The upper windows are 
square and much smaller than 
those beneath them. A wood 
or pellet stove would fit com- 
fortably into an alcove by the 
kitchen, at the rear of the 
room. 

Kitchen counters and 
cupboards wrap around three 
sides. Standing at the kitchen 
sink, you can gaze out the win- 
dow, supervise kids at play, or 
chat with people in the living 
room. A built-in dishwasher is
